G.S.R. 657(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, 
being satisfied that it is necessary in the public in¬ 
terest so to do, hereby exempts materials imported 
into India, against a Value base Advance Licence 
(hereinafter referred to as the said licence) issued 
on an application made on or after 19th September, 
1995 in terms of paragraph 49 of the Export and. 
Import Policy 1992-97, with an obligation to export 
products specified in the Table annexed to this 
notification, from the whole of the duty of Customs 
leviable therein which is specified in the First 
Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 
1975) and from the whole of the additional duty 
leviable thereon under section 3 of the said Customs 
Tariff Act, subject to the following conditions, 
namely t— , 

(i) that the materials imported are covered by 
a Value baaed Duty Exemption Entitlement 
Certificate (hereinafter referred to as the 
said certificate) issued by the Licensing 
Authority in the form specified in the 
Schedule annexed to th's notification; 

(ii) that the importer at the time of clearance 
of the imported materials executes a bond 
with such surety or security and in such 
form and for such sum as may be specified 
by the Assistant Commissioner of Customs 
binding himself to pay on remand an 
amount equal to (he duty leviable, but for 
the. exemption, on the imported materials in 
respect of which the conditions specified in 
this notification have not been complied 
with, together with interest at the rate of 
twentyfour per cent per annum the date of 
clearance of the said materials. 

Provided that the bond shall not be 
necessary in respect of imports made after 
discharge of export obligation in full; 

(iii) that the said licence and the said certifi¬ 
cate are produced before (he proper officer 
of ci<?foms at the time of clearance for 
debit; 

(iv) that the imports and exports are under¬ 
taken through sea ports at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Cochin, Kandla, Mangalore,, 
Margoa, Madras, Nhaba Sheba, Paradeep, 
Tuticorin and Visakhapatnam, or through t 
any of the airports at Ahmedabad, Banga¬ 
lore, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Jaipur, 
Varanasi, Srinagar, Trivandrum, Hyderabad 
and Madras or through any of the Inland 
Container Depots at Bangalore, Coimba¬ 
tore, Delhi, Gauhati, Moradabad, Ludhiana 
and Hyderabad : 

Provided that the Commissioner of Cus¬ 
toms may by special order and subject to 
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such conditions as may be specified by him 
permit imports and exports from any other 
sea port, airport, inland container depot or 
through a land custom stations; 

(v) that the export obligation is discharged

(b) drawback has not been claimed either 
under section 74 of the Customs Act, 
1962 (52 of 1962) or the Customs and 
Central Excise Duties Drawback Rules, 
1995; 

(vi) that the importer produces evidence of 
discharge or export obligation to the satis- 
fection of the Assistant Commissioner of 
Customs within a period of 30 days of the 
expiry of period allowed for fulfilment of 
export obligation, or within such extended 
period as the said Assistant Commissioner 
of Customs may allow; 

(vii) exempt materials shall not be disposed of 
or utilised in any manner, except for utili¬ 
sation in discharge of export obligation, 
or for replenishment of such materials and 
the materials so replenished shall not be 
sold or transferred to any other person.

G.S.R. 658(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs 
Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, 
being satisfied that it is necessary in the public in¬ 
terest so to do, hereby exempts materials imported 
into India, against an Advance Licence issued 
on an application made on or after 19th September, 
1995, with an obligation to export products 
specified in the Table annexed to this noti¬ 
fication (hereinafter referred to as the said licence), 
from the whole of the duty of Customs leviable 
thereon which is specified in the First Sche¬ 
dule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 

1975) and from the whole of the additional duty 
leviable thereon under section 3 of the said Customs 
Tariff Act, subject to the following conditions., 
namely :— 

(i) that the materials imported are covered by 
a quantity based Duty Exemption Entitle¬ 
ment Certificate (hereinafter referred to as 
the said certificate issued by the Licensing 
Authority in the form specified in the 
Schedule annexed to this notification, 
in respect of the value, quantity, description, 
quality and technical characteristics : 

Provided that where quantity for parti¬ 
cular description of materials cannot be 
imported within the specified value under 
the said certificate, the Commissioner of 
Customs may allow adjustment of indivi¬ 
dual value within the total value; 

(ii) that the importer at the time of clearance 
of the imported materials executes a bond 
with such surety or security and ih such 
form and for such sum as may be specified 
by the Assistant Commissioner of Customs 


binding himself to pay on demand an 
amount equal to the duty leviable, but for 
the exemption, on the imported materials in 
respect of which the conditions specified in 
this notification have not been complied 
with, together with interest at the rate of 
twenty four per cent annum from the 
date of clearance of the said materials : 

Provided that the bond shall not be 
necessary in respect of imports made after 
discharge of export obligation in full; 

(iii) that the said licence and the said certifi¬ 
cate are produced before Ibr proper officer 
of customs at the time of clearance for 
debit; 

(i\) that the imports and exports arc under¬ 
taken through sea ports at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Cochin, Kunada, Mangalore, 
Margao, Madras, Nhavaseva, Paradcep, 
Tulicorin and Visakhapatnam. or through 
any of the airports at Ahmedabad, Banga¬ 
lore, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Jaipur, 
Varanasi, Srinagar, Trivandrum, Hyderabad 
and Madras or through any of the Inland 
Container Depots at Bangalore, Coimba¬ 
tore, Delhi, Gauhati, Moradabad. Ludhiana

Provided that the Commissioner of Cus¬ 
toms may be special order and subject to 
such conditions as may be specified by him 
permit imports and exports from any other 
sea port, airport, inland container depot or 
through a land custom stations; 

(v) that the export obligation is discharged 
within the period specified in the said 
certificate or within such extended period 
as may be granted by the Licencing Autho¬ 
rity by, exporting products manufactured in 
Tndiu which are specified in Part TT of the 
said certificate and also specified in the 
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Tabic annexed to this notification (here¬ 
inafter referred to as export product) and 
in respect of which facility under rule 12(1) 
lb) 01 rule 13(l)(b) of the Cential Ex¬ 
cise Rules, 1944, has not been available in 
respect of materials permitted under the 
said licence; except the benefit under noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Re¬ 
venue), No. 4994-C.E, (N, T.), dated 
the 22nd Seplember, 1994. 

(vi) lhat the importer produces evidence of 
d/charge of export obligation to the satis¬ 
faction of the Assistant Commissioner of 
Customs within a period of 30 days of the 
expiry of period allowed for fulfilment of 
export obligation, or within such extended 
period as the said Assistant Commissioner 
of Customs may allow: 

(vii) exempt materials shall not be disposed of 
or utilised in any manner, except for utili¬ 
sation in discharge of export obligation, 
or for replenishment of such materials and 
the materials 1 so replenished shall not be 
sold or transferred to any other person. 

Explanation :—In this notification,— 

(i) “Advance Licence” means Quantity based 
Advance issued in terms of parapgraph 50
